On  June  9,  1996,  Ryan  Kincade,  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1997.  was  severely  injured  in  a 
bicycle  accident.  The  days  following  this  tragedy  were  filled  with  tears,  love,  and  hope.  Students 
decorated  signs,  banners,  cards,  and  letters  that  were  sent  to  Ryan  daily  in  the  hospital,  while 
W.B.H.S.  fumed  itself  into  a  sort-of  tribute  to  our  friend  and  classmate.  "Rhkio"  signs  were  proudly 
displayed  on  almost  ever)  lockei  throughout  the  school,  as  well  as  the  doors  of  all  the  teachers  and 
staff  members.  A  video  was  created  and,  for  it,  teachers  and  students  danced  "The  Macarena"  in  the 
gymnasium  in  an  effort  to  make  Ryan  smile.  The  day  before  school  ended,  buses  were  donated,  and 
our  entire  class  went  in  to  visit  Ryan  at  his  rehabilitation  hospital.  A  Boston  news  station  was  there 
and  a  segment  aired  that  evening  about  Ryan  and  our  class  visit.  The  support  and  love  shown  by 
students,  parents,  and  teachers  was  like  nothing  1  had  ever  seen  before.  It  was  even  more  touching 
when  people  outside  of  the  school  became  involved.  Benefit  concerts  were  held  and  raffles  and 
lournamenis  were  organized  in  an  effort  to  raise  money  to  help  defray  medical  costs  and  other 
expenses.  People  from  ah  over  came  to  play  in  the  summer  volleyball  tournament  and.  then  again, 
in  the  fall  basketball  tournament.  Hundreds  of  people  purchased  raffle  tickets  and  Ryan  chose  the 
winners  himself  in  early  August.  Throughout  the  entire  summer,  friends  continued  to  send  cards  and 
gifts  to  Ryan,  first  when  he  was  in  the  hospital,  and  even  after  he  came  home.  Ryan  hosted  friends, 
neighbors,  relatives,  and  teachers  all  summer  long.  Townspeople  got  together  to  build  a  ramp  for  the 
Kincade  house  and  others  found  a  hospital  bed  so  Ryan  would  be  more  comfortable  in  his  own  home. 
The  Ryan  Kincade  Fund  was  created  and  many  donations  were  received. 

Whether  it  was  making  a  card,  filming  a  video,  donating  a  dollar,  or  nailing  in  a  ramp, 
everybody  did  something  and  Ryan  appreciated  ah  of  it.  Every  effort  made  it  a  little  easier  for  Ryan 
and  his  family.  It  was  something  I  don't  think  any  of  us  will  ever  forget.  To  the  businesses, 
townspeople,  teachers,  parents,  students,  friends,  and  many  others,  who  showed  concern,  donated, 
prayed,  gave,  and  loved,  we  thank  you.  Because  of  all  of  you,  Ryan's  world  was  made  into  a  much 
happier  place  and  for  that,  we  are  extremely  grateful  Ryan's  positive  attitude  and  courage  has  been 
an  inspiration  to  ah  of  us,  and  just  as  inspiring  was  the  way  our  community  pulled  together  and  was 
a  constant  show  of  support  for  our  friend  and  his  family.  On  behalf  of  the  Class  of  1997, 1  thank  you. 
Not  only  for  helping  Ryan,  but  for  the  showing  us  that  out  of  darkness,  hope  truly  is  born.
